of the vrecariourress of Is- 
rael’s present ‘uation to 
stamp down upon the most 
recent attempts prematurely 
to create an election atmo- 
sphere. though it is perhavs 
natural t expect that there 
will be a gradual transition 
from a period of any man- 
fully imposed restraint to all- 


oat political combat. Israel's 
political maturity will be 
tested by the manner in 


which this transition takes 
place and by the level which 
political controversy attains 
or maintains.
